OWNERSHIP 


The plea of working men that they be 
permitted to own a share in the business is 
one that has long since been granted by most 
large corporations, in fact by all corporations 
whose stocks are sold in the open market. 
Some of the large corporations offer special 
inducements to encourage their workmen to 
take share in the business, setting aside a 
certain number of shares to be sold to work- 
men at a price lower than quoted in the open 
market. 

The fact is that many of the shares of large 
corporations are not a very tempting invest- 
ment, particularly railroads. For example, a 
reference to the daily stock market reports 
will show that the following roads are pay- 
ing no dividends whatever: New York, New 
Haven and Hartford; Chicaga, and Alton; 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul; Erie; Gulf, 
Mobile and Northern; Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas; Missouri Pacific; Peoria and Eastern; 
St. Louis and San Francisco; St. Louis South- 
western; Seaboard Air Line; Southern Rail- 
way; Texas and Pacifie; Wabash; Western 
Maryland; Western Pacifie. 

There are some of the well known roads 
that do a lot of business but are paying no 
dividends on their stocks. According to the 
same source of information, the Baltimore and 


“Ohio pays no dividends on common stock and 


only 4 per cent on preferred; the Pennsyl- 
vania pays only 4 per. cent but hopes to pay 
6, per eént,soon. Illinois Central pays 7 per 
cent, Southern Pacific 6 per cent, Northern 
Pdéific 5 per cent, Norfolk and Western 7 
sper cent, Great Northern preferred 7 per cent, 
Chesapeak and Ohio 4 per cent, Union Pacific 
10. per cent, and the Chicago, and Northwest; 


“ern 5 per cent. 


Tt. is evident from this list that where 
there is a good location and good manage- 
ment, the roads pay a fair to good tate of. 
dividend, but probably half the mileage of 
the country is paying no dividends whatever, 
or less than could be secured by dposit at any 
savings bank. 

If, therefore, men contemplated investing 
in the stocks of the roads on which they work, 
there would be, on the average,not much en- 
couragement. If they had invested several 
years ago, it is quite likely that in the de- 
pressing period of government operation, and 
immediately after, the men would have lost 
confidence in the stocks, in view of the low 
market value, and would have sold out. 

It is highly desirable that workmen own 
an interest in- the concern, but there is no 
way of compelling them to acquire an interest 
or to keep that interest if acquired either by 


gift or purchase.
